Keeping files off the school children 
is driving the Outdoor Art League to 
despair. They had to appeal toe the 
Board of Education yesterday to sup- 
plement their efforts with wire screens.

Battleships to File by .Beach 
Towns Twice.

Officers Will Ride Through 
City in Automobiles. 


Display of Fireworks Is to 
Be Magnificent. 


Two marine parades, instead of one, 
is the new feature of the battleship 
fleet pregramme but there will be no 
public reception. 

The Executive Committee of the 
General Fieet Committee met yester- 
day afternoon at the rooms of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. Reporters were again barred. 
The most important business done was 
to pass a motion, upon the suggestion 
tot M. H. Flint, that Admiral Evans be 
requested to move his fleet from San 
Pedro, Sunday morning, April 19, south 
as far as Bay City and then to parade 
in single column formation before the 
beach towns as far as the long wharf 
at Port Los Angeles.

Plans for the organization cof the 
Legal Aid Society were discussed at 
an. informal meeting last night in 
Symphony Hall. No steps were taken 
toward perfecting an organization, but 
several speakers gave their ideas re- 
garding the ground. that should be 
covered by such a society. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Guy 
W. Eddy told of many cases which 
have come to his attention of people 
needing legal advice, but too poor to 
pay for it. 

“In this State it is almost useless to 
try to collect a claim for less than $40 
through the courts,” said he. ‘The 
costs are such that, for a smaller 
amount it is out of the question, in 
most cases, to consider legal steps. 
Many poor people are thus defrauded 
which is rigintly due 
them, because of their inability to 
stand the expense of collectinz. 

“On an average of thirty cases 4 
month come to our office. Thev are 
outside our. province, and we can give 
no aid, owing to the fact that our 
time is occupled by the duties of the 
office. On one or two occasions we 
have taken steps, but it was not in line 
with our duties. A legal aid sacctety 
could take these cases up and see that 
the poor and unfortunate get justice.”

Russian Laborers Clamoring 
for Their Wages. 


Capt. Alexander Bianchi, a Russian 
military engineer and contractor of the 


Tuna Cafion Railroad, has mys- } 


ly disappeared. He has left un- 
paid, eight-five checks, representing 
$2008, worth of materials, and Russian 
laborers are stranded and clamoring 
for their wages. 

For months the captain spent money 
with a lavish hand. He entertained 
widely and purchased automobiles, 
Dut, it is said, failed to pay the bills 
for his railroad from Rosco to La 
Tuna Cafion, a distance of ten miles. 

A. week ago, Bianchi dashed along 
the route of censtruction in his big 
motor. His time-keeper, B. Marou- 
Chess, was with him. They distributed 
checks to the Russians, whom he em- 
ployed exclusively, and they saluted 
him as their Czar. They have not seen 
him since, nor his time-keeper. It is 
Tumorea that he went to Mexico, 
where he was employed as an engineer 
for several years by a mining com- 
pany 


APARTMENTS EMPTY. 

When an effort was made to cash the 
checks at a bank in this city they 
Were rejected as worthiess. Then the 
Russians started in pursuit of the cap- 
tain. He could not be found at his 
‘apartments at No. 1214 Florida street, 
go they carried their trobles to an in- 
terpreter who advised them to apply 
for a warrant for the engineer's ar- 
rest. Two warrants were issued late 
yesterday afternoon.

They worked 
for two months without receiving any 
money and then besides he borrowed 
ali he could from them. Some of 
the checks were issued on banks that 
do not even exist. He signed some 
of them and othe were signed by 
Marouchess, his time-keeper.

JUDGE LINDSAY. 


| ‘The Boye’ Friend Arrives in Les An- 


geles and Talks With “Daddy 


George 

That little man of might, Judge Ben 
Lindsay of Denver, the noted ‘‘kid” 
judge of America, spent a few pleas- 
ant hours in Los Angeles last evening. 
He reached the city at 6 o'clock, and 
fell into the arms of bluff “Daddy 
George” of the George Junior Repub- 
lic, who has waited here several days 
for the privilege of talking things over 
with his fellows on the firing line in 
the cause of juvenile improvement. 

Judge Lindsay believes in the George 
Junior Republic. He declared iast 
evening that it is the only institution 
for youth in this country on 
fundamental principals. “Real educa- 
tion,” said the little judge, “is prepara- 
tion for life, and the best preparation 
for life is living, meeting the condi- 
tions that will confront you in life. 
That's what you get in the republic.”’ 

The juvenile court, he dec 
only “a palliative,” and this man who 
dared the corporate interests of his 
county and State, who battled with 
the mighty powers of darkness to make 
hiA.city a clean place for the “kids” to 
livé, explained that the “kid problem” 


is a problem involving economic, po- 
litical, industrial and social condi- 
tions. The remedies he prescribed for 


the present unsatisfactory state are: 
Playgrounds, trade schools, clean 
towns, no saloons, reformed politica, 
men in office who stand for the people 
instead of the interests—and to this 
he added, a more even distribution of 
the burdens of society, and—a good po- 
liceman. 

“Justice,” is the slogan of Judge 
Lindsay's reformitory work. 

“Why do boys travel eighteen miles 


wnattended to place themselves in a 
reform school?” he asked. “It is be- 
cause they are persuaded in their 


minds that justice is meted out to 
them and they take their medicine 
like men. And I want to say,” said 
the judge, “that there is as much 
danger to the whole juveniie court 
movement through too much leniency 
as there was through the old-time bru- 
tality.” 

Judge Lindsay has a leave of ab- 
sence of six months from his duties 
as judge of the Juvenile Court of Den- 
ver. and he has traveled from one 
end of the country to the other, lectur- 
fag in the cause of the International 
Javeniie Court Aesoctation. He is 

resident of this organization, and has 
been invited to speak In EXng- 
land of its intents and purposes. Judge 
TA visited President Roosevelt at 
the te House during his itinerary. 
He had a visit of three hours with 
Roosevelt, and they talked over many 
the probleras of childhood.

COSTS HER LIFE. 


A WAKENS TO 
MEET DEATH. 


HOLLYWOOD GIRL PERISHES IN 
FLAME NEAR BRAWLEY. 


Accident in Room Causes Her 
Clothing to Catch Fire—Father 
Hears Cries, but Is Forced to Smash 
Through Wali to Reach Her and by 
That Time it ts Too Late. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BRAWLEY, March %4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Elleen Margaret Lioyd, 
only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. K. 
Lloyd of Hollywood, was Iiterally 
roasted alive by the burning of the 
Lioyd ranch housé early Sunday morn- 
ing in the Welist neighborhood, ten 
miles northeast of Brawley. The house 
and contents with a considerable sum 
of money were a total loss. The father 
of the dead gir! escaped with only his 
night shirt, after having dragged his 
daughter's body from the burning 
house. Miss Lioyd, who was 23 years 
of age, had been spending two years 
on her fathers Imperial Valley ranch, 
keeping house for him while there. 
The family has a home in Hollywood 
and Mrs. Lioyd spends most of her 
time there. 

Miss Lioyd had an incubator in her 
room, and before daylight Sunday 
morning arose to look after a lamp 
which heats the brooder. She let the 
light fall and the burning of] flew 
over her night dress. Her father, who 
had been irrigating most of the night, 
was in a deep sieep and was not 
aroused until his daughter's calls had 
almost ceased. Rushing to her res- 
cue, he found her locked in the burn- 
ing room. It Was necessary to break 
in the walls, and by that time the girl 
was literally roasted alive. : 

Dr. J.- A. Miller of Brawley has- 
tened to the relief of the fire’s victim 
and preparations were made to take 
her to Los Angeles, but not a mile of 
the journey had been completed when 
she died. The body was brought to 
Brawley and later was taken to the 
Hollywood home.
